Nephew of Bates Huntsman
Declares Unecle Guiltless.

Bays Cattleman Died at Hands
of James Boys.

MADE TO BURY DEAD AND GOIN

Fresno Man Deelares Outlaws
Caught in Crime.

“Father of Accused Iowan and
Son Forced to Hide Crime.”

Fresno, Calif,, July 16—The Mis-
souri cattleman and his so1i, whe were
murdered at Siam. Towa, in 1868, were
glain by a gang of which Frank and
Jesse James were the leaders, accord-
ing to C. P. Huntsman, a Fresno real
eéstate man, nephew of Bates Hunts,-
man, now under arrest at Bedford,
Iowsa.

Huntsman sald today he would leave
for Bedford immediately to assist in
the defense of his uncle. Huntsman's
father, Dr. C. R. Huntsman, aml
Bates Huntsman did bury the bodies
and the $50,000 belonging to the eat-
tlemen. but did so at the orders of the
James boys. the Fresno man said

Although not horn when the murder
eccurred, he says the story was toid
him both by his father and his uncle
and has been known in the family
for years. His story in brief is:

“On the night the two were killed,
Dr. Huntsman, who had been visit-
ing at his brother’s home, was sumn-
moned to attend Mr=. Floyd Collins,
who was ill in the cabin of Jonathan
Dark Bates Huntsman accompanied
the physician. Just before reaching
the cabin they stumbled on the James
boys and their gang, just after the
murder had been committed

“The two men were hacked up
against a tree and then Bates Hunts-
man was forced under threat of death
to bury the two bodies, whils Dr.
Huntsman buried the gold.

“Although members of the family
sought to have Dr. Huntsman reveal
the hiding place he died without giv-
ing its location, although In lis later
years he was zorely touched by pov-
erty.”

TELLS OF TRAGEDY.

Woman Who, as Girl, Saw Slayers
Glad to Unburden Conscience.

St. Joseph. Mo, July 10.—Mrs
Maria Porter, who says that as a
girl in 1868 she was a witness to tha
murder of a cattle buyer by a band
o6f counterfeiters at Siam, Iowa, to-
day made a statement of the details.
The pleasant-faced womnn, who says
that she has carried the secret of the
erima in her bosom all these years,
because she wis afraid she would be
killed if she revealed it. told the =tory
of the killing without hesitation,
as though It had taken place five yoars
instead of almost half o century aga.

Shared in nl-(;m.'-n Gains.

Mrs. Porter dwelt upon the days of
her girlhood in the fronticr cabin,
when she and her brothers and =1sters
lived with their widowed mo-he- and
eked put an existence from: ineir iny
farm. Near the farm five counter-
feiters lived in a cave. The fow neigh-
bors knew them for what they were,
as did the Collins family, r it "enathan
Dark had married ene of her &~tics
and oftentimes the gang helpel the
widow and her family by their ill-
gotten gains.

Early in September, 1868, the ecoun-
terfeiter gang learned thar a wealthy
eattle buyer wans on his way west 1o
buy stock. The gpeople roundabout
knew it and knew that he would have
money.

*We children heard the man was
coming, but paid ne attention,” said
Mrs. Porter. “1 did not see the kill-
ing. I had been asleep that night and
it must have been about 12 o’'clock
when I henrd noises outside and went
out. Five men carrying something
wrapped up In a quilt were coming
down the road. It was moonlight and
they soon saw me. They came up
and told me that if T ever told what
I had seen they would *wash their
hands in my heart's blood.'

Terrified by Threat.

“Being a girl, I was ternified, and
promised to keep their secret. They
put the body in an old weli near the
house and then came back and made
me wash the quilt which had heen
wrapped about the beody and then
their clothinz which had beconie blood
bespattered.”

“In the moonlight, T saw a wagon
drawn by an ox team standing in the
road. In the wagon was a chest, The
men took the team awsay and 1 after-
wards found out that they had buried
the chest in a locust grove.
of a boy who was with the cattla
buyer also was buried in a shallow
bespattered.

*From that night of the murder
upntil about twenty years azo, I never
taold a soul about the murder, fearing

that if 1 did so some member of the
gang would kill me About twenty
years ago, I told my husband.”

Dark Trics to Kill Her.

Bome time after the murder Mis.
Porter and an elder sister came to
Missouri. to Quitman, their presen:
home, where Mr= PPorier aas lved
more than forlty years. It was afiei
thay had gone to Quitman that Jon-

~athan Dark, her brother-in-law, be-

came fearful lest the secrei would be- |

come Known and came to the house
to kill her, she saijd.

“Dark became angry bechause hs
thought we did not treat him right
and said he would Kkill me,” Mrs

Porter sajd. My sister tock my paort
and as he reached for his pistol she
shot him. Dark died with his head
in my lap. 1 did not care any more
than I would for a dog.”

About twenty years sge Mrs. Porter
says the family became acquainted
with Samuel Anderson, who now owus
the farm near Siam. Jows, where the
counterfeiters buried the chest of
money taken from the murdered cat-
tle buyver. Anderson heacd of the
burial of the money and that Mrs,
Porter knew something about it. An-
derson’'s son married Mrs. Pourter's
daughter.

Gives Up Her Secretl

Mrs. Porter says Anderson per-
suaded her to tell the secret to her
husband. She says Anderson tried for
fifteen vyears to locate the treasure
chest and was not successful. Her
story is vouched for by the son, John
Anderson, who declares that every
night while they lived on the farm he
and his father dug for the treasure.

“For years this sccret has been a
heavy weight on my conscience,” said
Mrs. Porter, *and I am glad it has

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become known I have not siept well
for a long time. Yes, I am going
to Bedford on Tuesday to testify.
“It is not true that I told Frank
James about the treasure chest. I
knew the James boys, but I never told

them. 1 did not tell anybody but my
hushand, and that was twenty years
ago.”

to Have Most Efficient
Under-Sea Craft.

Naval Officers Now Working on
Elahorate Plans.

Washington, July 16.—FPlans for
making the American submarine more
efficient than that of any other power
are being worked out by the navy
general board, it became known to-
day, In connection with information
that the building program of the navy
would include estimates for nearly
double the number of undersea craft
appropriated for by the last session of
CUNgress,

Navy officers claim the sffectiveness
of future American submarines will
be wvastly increased through use of a
new battery being Introduced for mo-
tive power while the underwater boats
are submerged.. The claim is based.
too, on a new disappearing gun re-
cently adopted.

At least thirty and perhaps more
submarines will be asked of the next
congress, it is said. Some officers it
is asserted bellave fifty or seventy-five
would not be too many.

NINE BOMBS ON VESSEL

Officers of RKirkoswald Tell of At-
tempt to Blow Up Ship.

New VYork, July 10.—Nine bombsg
were found aboard the steamer Kirk-
oswald at Marseilles, when the vessel
went to discharge itz eargo of sugar
from New York on her last outward
voyage, according to the Kirkoswald
officers, who reached here today on
the steamer’'s return trip.

Nona of the bombs exploded and 211

were hidden in bags of sugar, the
Kirkoswald's officers said. The sugnr
was taken aboard, they said, at the

Fabre pier in Brooklyn.

All the bombs were found while un-
loading the cargo.

The steamer Kirkoswald, filying the
British flag, sailed from New York
May 2 for Marsellles. This was alout

the time that the activities of the
bomb placers, sa far ns yet
disclosed, reached their height. Of
the three other vessels which £t

was learned recently safled out of New
York with bombs secreted in theilr
cargo, two departed within a few davs
of the Kirkoswald. These were the
Lord Erne, salling April 29, and the
Bankdale, which left here May 7.
Like the Kirkoswald, both these ves-
selas were British, and both =sailed for
Havre.

The United States secret service and
the French government, it was said,
have bheen pressing investigations of
theze attempts to destroy the vessels.

' 1800 OFF TO EUROPE.

Three Vessels Sail From New York
With Full Passenger Lists,

New York, July 10.—Eighteen hun-
dred passengers leave here today on
board steamships bound for the belllg-
erent countries of Europe. Every

&Confinued from Page Oned
ed from the giving of some promissory
notes which Henry Fosha and Henry
Quantic gave 1o F. A, Underwood. The
notes wera payment for oil stock. The
notes were not paid and sult was filed.
In his arguments, an attorney invited
the court and jury to visit his home
and have a good time. It was claimed
that these remarks constituted re-
versible error, but the supreme court
merely held them improper and did
not affect the verdict.

Utilities under the jurisdiction of the
Kansas public utilities commission
cannot discontinue service without
consent of the commission, according
to an opinion handed down today by
the supreme court. The Postal Tele-
graph ecompany recently discontinued
its station at Syracuse, Kan., without
permission of the commission, on the
ground that it had been running the
station at a loss of $133.48 a year for
the last five years., Complaint was
filed with the commission, and H. O.
Caster asked a writ of mandamus in
the supreme court against the Postal

The court held that the company
could not discontinue service without
appiying to the eommission. The de-

cision Is Impeortant in taht it will af-
fect all publie utilities under the juris-
diction, and if followed out will pre-
vent the discontinuance of train serv-
ice without permission of the com-
mission.

When a barn owned by Stamey
was destroyed by fire, one policy pro-
vided for payment to a carriage com-
pany In event of loss, The trial court
held that Stamey was not entitled to
collect under the policy and conse-
quently the carriage company held no
legal rights wnder the policy. On an
appeal the case was affirmed. Today
the supreme court denied a reversal
after having granted a rehearing.

Stamey was convicted of arson and
is now serving a sentence in the stale
penitentiary. Among property which
he is alleged to have burned was a
Hvery stable. Neone of this Insurance
was ever paid. The sult to recover
was brought by Thomas M. Lillard as
trustee.

Maryv Sasso's judgment for damages
against Gustav Carlson will stand,
according to a decision of the su-
preme court in an appeal from Shaw-
nee county. The plaintiff in the case
was run down by Carlson's antomo-
bile while she was crassing a sireet
in Topeka. Seven witnesses testified

that Carlson was driving at an ex-
cessive speed and did not seem to
have his ear under control. An im-

portant witness for the defense was
not present and his attendance could
not be compelled under the state law.
Carlson asked for a new trial, was
overruled and he appealed. The su-
preme court affirmed the trial court.

The supreme court affirmed a
judgment of the Shawnee county dis-
trict court in awarding to Mattie E.
Brown and Margaret B. Edmondson
title to a five-acre tract of land,
claimed by J. ¥. Going under a tix
title, The court held that Going's
tax deed had been prematurely issued
and gave the land to the women.

A judgment in fivor of Ezekisl L.
Denver against the Santa Fe railway
for $6.,000, because of the de=ath of
Calin E. Denver, his =on, was teday
reduced to §4,000. Denver was a
railway employee and was killed when
an engine botler exploded, The jury
was convineed that the explosion was
due to def=ots In the engine and not
to carelessness on the part of Den-
ver. Because evidence showed Donver
was 51 years old at the time of Ris
death and had contributed but 34090
to the support of his parents in the
five wyears preceding his death, the
judgment for $6,000 was modified and
$4,000 allowed by the supreme court,
